BY  READING  RECOMMENDED  BOOKS 


This  year  the  English  students  at 
Leesburg  became  familiar  with  great 
literature,  learned  to  use  the  resources 
of  the  library,  improved  their  speech  in 
social  and  business  situations,   and  or- 
ganized their  ideas  in  written  composi- 
tions .    The  seniors  wrote  themes  nearly 
every  Friday  in  English  class,   and  then 
gave  at  1  east  one  speech  every  week  in 
speech  class.    They  also  had  to  read  nine 
books  the  first  semester  and  six  the  sec- 
ond semester.    Some  of  the  other  classes 
were  also  required  to  read  a  certain 
number  of  books  during  the  school  year . 
The  freshman,   sophomore,   and  junior 
classes  studied  grammar  the  first  se- 
mester and  acquired  knowledge  in  litera- 
ture the  second  semester.

NEW  COURSE  TO  CURRICULUM 


A  new  mathematics  course  was  added 
to  the  curriculum  this  year  for  seniors 
who  planned  to  further  their  education  at 
a  college  or  a  university.    This  course, 
Theories  of  Mathematics,  introduced 
such  higher  mathematics  as  solid 
geometry,   trigonometry,   calculus,   and 
number  sets.    Also  included  in  the  cur- 
riculum were  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
arithmetic,  general  mathematics,   com- 
mercial arithmetic,  first  and  second 
year  algebra,  and  plane  geometry.     Two 
new  compasses  and  a  gravity  protractor 
were  added  to  the  other  equipment.

SCIENCE  CLASSES  ACQUIRE  NEW  EQUIPMENT 


General  science  students  study  the  angles  at  which 
light  rays  strike  their  prisms. 


The  science  students  did  more  experi- 
ments and  laboratory  work  this  year 
mainly  because  they  had  more  facilities 
and  equipment.      Most  of  the  demonstra- 
tions in  general  science  class    were 
done  by  the  teacher  because  of  the  size 
of  the  class.    The  chemistry  students, 
who  were  divided  into  groups  of  four, 
prepared  at  least  one  experiment  every 
week.    New  disecting  pans  and  kits  were 
used  by  the  biology  students  in  dissecting 
earthworms,  lubber  grasshoppers,   star- 
fish, perch,  frogs,  honey-bees,  june- 
beetles,   crayfish,  grantic,  butterflies, 
and  clams.    A  micro -projector,  a  slide- 
making  kit,   and  approximately  forty 
permanent  slides  were  purchased  for  the 
science  department  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year .

SOCIAL  STUDIES  EMPHASIZE  CURRENT  EVENTS 

The  government  and  psychology 
classes  and  several  of  the  history 
classes  were  asked  to  keep  notebooks 
this  year.    The  students  read  their  as- 
signments before  they  came  to  class, 
and  then  took  notes  on  the  lectures  and 
discussions  during  the  class  period. 
Each  junior  in  the  United  States  history 
class  was  required  to  clip  news  items 
from  the  newspaper  for  one  week.     At 
the  end  of  the  week  he  gave  a  summary 
of  that  week's  events  to  the  rest  of  the 
class.    The  sophomore  boys  in  occupa- 
tions class  wrote  a  term  paper  near  the 
end  of  the  second  semester  on  the  occu- 
pation which  they  chose  to  follow  the 
remainder  of  their  lives .

COMMERCIALISTS  STUDY  BUSINESS  PROCEDURES 

Learning  to  typewrite  correctly  was  a  basic  feature  of  the  commerce  department. 
When  this  was  accomplished,  the  student  could  then  advance  to  shorthand  and  office 
practice  with  little  difficulty.  The  typing  classes  were  blessed  with  seventeen  manual 
and  two  electric  typewriters,  but  during  the  second  semester  three  new  manual  type- 
writers were  exchanged  for  three  of  the  old  ones.  Each  student  had  a  chance  to  type 
on  one  of  the  electric  typewriters  for  at  least  one  week.  A  new,  ten-key  adding  ma- 
chine was  purchased  for  the  commerce  department,  and  a  calculator  and  a  dictaphone 
were  loaned  by  two  companies .

Physical  education  was  required  of 
students  from  the  fourth  to  the  tenth 
grades.    It  was  added  to  the  fourth, 
fifth,   and  sixth  grades  this  year  because 
of  President  Kennedy's  recent  physical 
fitness  program.
